These 
so-called  Lancaster  sales  might  perhaps  be 
denominated  “Coins  of  Charley,  sold  by  Char- 
ley, for  Charley.’’

Cantonal  issues  of  Switzerland,  so  eag- 
erly sought  for  by  collectors  abroad,  but  we 
cannot  now  attempt  any  statement  of  prices 
realized.  Among  the  ancient  Greek  coins 
we  are  sorry  to  state  that  several  proved  to 
be  the  work  of  Becker  or  of  Italian  and  per- 
haps Smyrna  artists.  The  following  were 
unquestionably  copies  : 523,  Syracuse  decad-

557,  and  perhaps  others.  In  justice  to  Mr.

COINS  OF  THE  ISLE  OF  MAN. 

BY  W.  STEWAKT  XHOKNBURN. 

In  1406,  King  Henry  IV.  bestowed  upon 
Sir  John  de  Standley,  or  Stanley,  the  domin- 
ion of  the  Isle  of  Man,  to  be  held  of  the  crown 
of  England  on  the  presentation  of  a cast  of 
falcons  to  the  King  at  his  coronation.  After 
James,  the  seventh  earl,  celebrated  in  history 
as  the  “ great  earl,’’  had  been  executed  for 
bringing  aid  to  King  Charles  II.,  before  the 
battle  of  Worcester,  the  island  was  granted 
to  General  Lord  Fairfax,  who  held  it  until  the 
Restoration,  when,  in  1660,  it  was  restored  to 


Charles,  the  eighth  earl,  son  of  Earl  James. 
James,  the  tenth  earl,  dying  without  issue  in 
1736,  the  lordship  of  Man  devolved  upon 
James,  second  Duke  of  Athol,  a descendant 
of  the  Lady  Amelia  Stanley,  youngest  daugh- 
ter of  the  seventh  Earl  of  Derby, 

With  a view  to  put  an  end  to  the  contra- 
band trade  of  the  island,  the  sovereignty  and 
revenue  were  surrendered  to  the  Crown  in 
1765  by  the  Duke  of  Athol,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  j£yo,ooo. 

Copper  money  only  was  coined  for  the  Isle 
of  Man  ; but  proofs  of  some  of  the  pieces,  and 
a few  patterns,  were  struck  in  silver. 

JOHN  MURREY,  1668. 

Copper  penny  (farthing  size).  John  Mvr- 
REY,  1668,  HIS  penny;  rev.,  the  Triune,  or 
three  legs,  encircled  by  the  legend  qvocvnqve 

GESSERES  STABIT. 

THE  EARL  OF  DERBY,  I705-I733. 

Silver  pattern  piece  (220  grains),  struck  in 
1705.  The  Stanley  or  Derby  crest  (eagle 
and  child ) under  which  is  the  Cap  of  Main- 
tenance; SANS  changer;  rev.,  the  Triune, 
surrounded  by  quocunque  gesseris  stabit; 
edge  engrailed. 

Copper  penny  and  halfpence.  1709.  Same 
type  as  last,  but  the  feet  of  the  Triune  point 
to  the  left. 

These  coins  are  of  very  rude  execution,  and 
were  cast,  not  struck.  On  some  pieces  the 
date  seems  to  be  1700,  but  this  is  owing  to 
the  incompleteness  of  the  cast,  diminishing 
the  9 to  a cipher. 

Penny  and  halfpenny,  1723.  The  Stanley 
crest  and  motto;  rev.,  the  Triune,  feet  point- 
ing to  the  right,  and  motto.  • 

These  were  struck  as  patterns.  The  half- 
penny also  occurs  in  silver.  They  were  never 
legalised  as  coins,  consequently  never  circu- 
lated as  such. 

Penny,  1724.  A pattern,  supposed  to  be 
unique,  almost  similar  to  the  penny  of  1723. 

1 enny,  i733>  ^ pattern.  The  Stanley 
crest  in  high  relief,  the  date  divided,  17  being 


at  the  head  of  the  child  and  32  at  the  feet,  a 
small  branch,  with  six  or  eight  leaves,  at  the 
head  of  the  cradle;  rev.,  quocunque  ieceris 
Stabit  ; between  the  limbs  the  initials  I and 
D,  for  Jacobus  Darbiensis,  tenth  earl,  and 
the  figure  i,  for  one  penny.  The  feet  of  the 
Triune  point  to  the  left. 

Penny  and  halfpenny,  1733.  The  Stanley 
crest  and  motto,  the  date  below  the  Cap  of 
Maintenance;  rev.,  the  Triune,  the  feet 
I pointing  to  the  right,  quocunque  ieceris 
stabit;  the  initials  I and  D,  and  figure  for 
value,  I or  1-2,  between  the  limbs. 

This  penny  is  the  size  of  the  English  half- 
penny, and  the  halfpenny  is  the  size  of  the 
English  farthing. 

Proofs  were  also  struck  in  silver. 
the  duke  of  ATHOL,  r758. 

Copper  penny  and  halfpenny.  The  mono- 
gram A.  D.,  surrounded  by  a ducal  coronet, 
the  date,  1758,  belowthe  monogram;  rev,,  the 
Triune,  without  initials  or  numerals,  quocum- 
QUE  ieceris  stabit.  A proof  in  silver  has 
the  edge  milled.  Forgeries  of  this  penny 
and  halfpenny  are  not  uncommon. 

GEORGE  III,  1786 — 1813. 

Copper  penny  and  half-penny.  Three  is- 
sues, 1786,  1798,  and  1813, 

Penny  and  half-penny.  1786.  King’s  head 
laureate,  r.  georgivs  hi  dei  gratia,  1786 
below;  rev.  the  Triune,  qvocvnque  ieceris 

STABIT. 

Penny,  1798.  Almost  similar  to  English 
penny  of  1797,  legend  and  date  incuse. 

Halfpenny,  1798.  Similar  to  the  penny, 
but  name  spelled  Georgius. 

Penny  and  half-penny,  1813.  Each  simi- 
to  the  issue  of  1798. 

VICTORIA,  1839: 

Penny,  half-penny,  and  farthing.  Queen’s 
bust  1.,  VICTORIA  DEI  GRATIA,  1839  beloW,' 
rev.,  the  Triune  and  usual  motto. 

The  farthing  of  this  issue  is  the  first  and 
only  coin  of  this  denomination  struck  for  the 
Isle  of  Man. 

In  1840  all  further  issues  of  coins  for  the 
Isle  of  Man  were  suppressed  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament.
